DOES I, \ H EXIST SOI,ELY FOR LAWYERS? 


Does the machinery of criminal justice ex ist for the protec­ 
tion of the public, or for the conv enience of lawy er» ? 
The question is prompted by the attitude of the State Sen­ 
ate’s J udiciary Committee toward the bill which would tfiv e the 
prosecution the closing argument in criminal trials in Minnesota. 
Minnesota is the only State in the KiirIinh speaking world 
that places its prosecutors— men elected to protect the liv es and 
property of its citizens— under the m anifest handicap of forced 
silence, after the defense attorney has made his closing plea. That 
is to say , the Minnesota law giv es the criminal a “ break” that he 
gets nowhere in the country . 
A hill backed by the County Attorney s Association, drawn to 
strengthen society ’s defense, against crookdom, has won the ap­ 
prov al of the House Committee on Crime Prev ention, and has been 
passed by the Lower Chamber, made up largely of farmers. 
But the same hill faces its doom in the Senate’s J udiciary 
Committee, made up altogether of lawy ers. 
In effect, these lawy ers say , the manner of conducting crim­ 
inal trials in Minnesota is none of the lay man’s business. 
It is 
something solely of interest to lawy ers. 
The lay man’s house is robbed; his hank is held up; his son 
is shot down by footpads; his car is stolen; his garage is burned 
by firebugs; other things happen to him. 
Yet the fact that Minnesota’s form of court proceedure makes 
easier the ultimate escape of the» burglar, the hank robber, the 
footpad, the automobile thief and the firebug, is non? of the lay ­ 
man’s business! 
At least, so assume the lawy ers who make up the State Sen­ 
ate’s J udiciary Committee. 
We concede that leav ing this defect in the law unremedied, 
makes easier the work of the attorney who is called to defend h 
criminal. 
But we submit that the right o f the lay man to he protected 
against the criminal is superior to the right of the legal p rofes­ 
sion to hav e its own work made easier. 
If a Senate committee made up entirely of bankers and money 
lenders should refuse to close a gap in the state usury laws, what 
a howl would go up from the citizenry !

WHILE the basic principles of a State Income Tax are ideal 
and while there can he no argument that the present sv stem of 
personal property tax ation is ex tremely faulty and unfair, the 
legislature should proceed with some caution before submitting 
to the people the proposed amendment calling for an income tax 
in Minnesota, say s the Bemidji Daily Pioneer. 
In Wisconsin where,an effort has been made to work out this 
particular form id’ tax ation it has dev eloped that the income tax 
has not been hi lieu of other tax es but rather in addition to. 
The Minnesota Tax pay ers Association in a timely warning 
calls attention to some of the ex periences in our sister state and 
predicts similar trouble if the measure is permitted to pass here. 
If this proposed income tax amendment is submitted to the 
v oters at the nex t election the legislature must take the responsi­ 
bility . 
We doubt v ery much whether the av erage member of the 
state legislature knows much more as to how this tax would work 
out in Minnesota than some of the rest of us. 
Under these cir­ 
cumstances the wise thing to do is to let somebody who is qualified 
make a study of it and if upon more mature and careful consid­ 
eration it commends itself as a good substitute for our present 
unfair personal property tax well and good. 
But let us he assured 
to begin with at least, that we are getting something that is really 
better than what we hav e.

DOES LAW EXIST SOLELY FOK LAWYERS! 


Does the machinery of criminal justice exist for the protec­ 
tion of the public, or for the convenience of lawyers? 
The question is prompted by the attitude of the State Sen­ 
ate’s Judiciary Committee toward the bill which would give the 
prosecution the closing argument in criminal trials in Minnesota. 
Minnesota is the only State in the English speaking world 
that places its prosecutors— men elected to protect the lives and 
property of its citizens— under the m anifest handicap of forced 
silence, after the defense attorney has made his closing plea. That 
is to say, the Minnesota law gives the criminal a “break” that he 
gets nowhere in the country. 
A bill backed by the County Attorneys Association, drawn to 
strengthen society’s defense, against crookdom, has won the ap­ 
proval of the House Committee on Crime Prevention, and has been 
passed by the Lower Chamber, made up largely of farmers. 
But the same bill faces its doom in the Senate’s Judiciary 
Committee, made up altogether of lawyers. 
In effect, these lawyers say, the manner of conducting crim­ 
inal trials in Minnesota is none of the layman’s business. 
It is 
something solely of interest to lawyers. 
The layman’s house is robbed; his bank is held up; bis son 
is shot down by footpads; his car is stolen; his garage is burned 
by firebugs; other things happen to him. 
Yet the fact that Minnesota’s form of court proceeding makes 
easier the ultimate escape of the burglar, the bank robber, the 
footpad, the automobile thief and the firebug, is none of the lay­ 
man's business! 
At least, so assume the lawyers who make up the State Sen­ 
ate’s Judiciary Committee. 
We concede that leaving this defect in the law unremedied, 
makes easier the work of the attorney who is called to defend a 
criminal. 
But we submit that the right of the layman to be protected 
against the criminal is superior to the right of the legal profes­ 
sion to have its own work made easier. 
If a Senate committee made up entirely of bankers and money 
lenders should refuse to close a gap in the state usury laws, what 
a howl would go up from the citizenry! 
" 
Why leave exclusively to lawyers the fate of a piece of legis­ 
lation concerning the business of law yers?— Minneapolis Journal.

WHILE the basic principles of a State Income Tax are ideal 
and while there can be no argument that the present system of 
personal property taxation is extremely faulty and unfair, the 
legislature should proceed with some caution before submitting 
to the people the proposed amendment calling for an income tax 
in Minnesota, says the Bemidji Daily Pioneer. 
In Wisconsin where; an effort has been made to work out this 
particular form of taxation it has developed that the income tax 
has not been in lieu of other taxes but rather iii addition to. 
The Minnesota Taxpayers Association in a timely warning 
calls attention to some of the experiences in our sister state and 
predicts similar trouble if the measure is permitted to pass here. 
If this proposed income tax amendment is submitted to the 
voters at the next election the legislature must take the responsi­ 
bility. 
We doubt very much whether the average member of the 
state legislature knows much more as to how this tax would work 
out in Minnesota than some of the rest of us. 
Under these cir­ 
cumstances the wise thing to do is to let somebody who is qualified 
make a study of it and if upon more mature and careful consid­ 
eration it commends itself as a good substitute for our present 
unfair personal property tax well and good. But let us be assured 
to begin with at least, that we are getting something that is really 
better than what we have.
